•ell of the special committee of the 
house of representatives, which in- 
vestigated the charges in connection 
with the purchase of the Danish West 
India, Islands, today submitted a re- 
port of that committee. 
After de- 


tailing the charges of bribery, show- 
Ing that Captain Christmas had re- 
pudiated the alleged report on which 
the charges were baaed, the committee 
sums up this result of their investiga- 
tion us follows: 


"That there Is not the slightest 


semblance of 
evidence 
thnt 
any 


member of congress, either directly 
or indirectly, was oiiered or received 
any bribe, or was paid any valuable 
consideration of any kind or charac- 
ter to vote for or assist In procuring 
the proposal, adoption or ratification 
of the treaty of the sale of the Dan- 
ish West Indian Islands to the Unit- 
ed States. 
Thete is not the remotest 


ground from which to draw an Infer- 
ence or on which to base a conclusion 
that there la any corruption or wrong 
doing on the part of the public offi- 
cials of the United States in connec- 
tion with the negotiations 
for 
the 


purchase or sale of the Danish West 
Indian Islands. 


"It is plain 
beyond 
peradventure 


that the bribery alleged In the report 
could have existed nowhere save In 
the Imagination of Christmas, since 
the whole burden of his story is that 
be had no money. It is In evidence 
he had borrowed money In order to 
pay passage home from this country.

Christmas had enlisted the services 
of Abner McKlntey. brother 
of 
the 


lat* President McKln1»y, W. C. Brown 
and the Sellgman company In New 
Tork. the report gives the testimony 
of each of these parties denying the 
allegations. Similar denials were giv- 
en from the senators and representa- 
tives who had been referrea to, the 
report adds:

cite his testimony, since the report 
speaks of him as a most respected 
member of the senate, who. of nil po- 
litical persons I've met In America. Is 
the only one that cannot be bribed."

When the platform was presented 


near the end of the session an amend- 
ment was offered striking out the par- 
agraph on Cuban reciprocity and sub- 
stituting, "We hereby endorse Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's high moral and high 
patriotic stand taken on the question 
of reciprocity with Cuba." 


After a brief but lively debate the 


amendment was tabled and the plat- 
form as reported by the comirittee 
was adopted. A synopsis follows1 


Philadelphia platform reaffirmed, and 


loyal support pledged to its principles; 
deaths of McKlntey and Senator Da- 
vis lamented, their qualities extolled 
and administrations of Roosevelt and 
Governor Van Zant highly endorsed 
as able and patriotic. The adminis- 
tration's Philippine policy Is endors- 
ed, and attacks upon the army and 
navy strongly condemned. While en- 
dorsing the policy of protection the 
platform says: 


"We favor such modification In our 


tariff schedules as is now, or may 
from time to time be required 
by 


changing conditions to 
remove the 


burdens from our people and to hold 
nnd extend our trade among the na- 
tions.

A STATEMENT BY GEN. WOOD. 


Washington, July 1.—Acting Secre- 


tary of War Sanger today sent a com- 
munication to the house of represent- 
atives In answer to a resolution di- 
recting the secretary of war to furnish 
information as to what amounts had 
been paid out of the Cuban treasury 
or funds of the Cuban people to F. B. 
Thurber or any other person, corpora- 
tion or associalton for advocating reci- 
procity with the UnHed States.' The 
answer of the war department consists 
of certified copies of vouchers cover- 
Ing the payments referred to in the 
resolution, amounting to $15,626. These 
vouchers were acommpanied by a let- 
ter from General Leonard Wood to the 
secretary of war. 


"The 
disbursements made," says 


General Wood, "were made by me as 
military governor of the Island of Cu- 
ba for the purpose of presenting to 
the people of the United States with- 
out reference to party or section the 
desires of the people of Cuba as to 
trade relations which should exist be- 
tween that country and our own. 


"The action taken was approved by 


the industrial and commercial classes 
of Cuba. It received the unqualified 
approval of the secretary and Insular 
government and was an expenditure 
of Cuban funds for the purpose of 
promoting Cuban Interests."

Washington, July 1—The census bu- 


reau today issued a report on printing 
and publishing In the United States 
lor the census of the year of 1900, 
showing a capital of $292,517,072 in- 
vested In 22,312 establishments report- 
Ing for industry. The feature of the 
report is the extended account of the 
operations of the 
Associated Press 


showing the great development in the 
news gathering methods during the 
past two decades. 
Almost the entire 


chapter on news gathering organiza- 
tions is devoted to a history and de- 
tailed description of the work of the 
Associated Press, which, the report 
says was the leading organization in 
1880, 
and now "Is far In the lead of 


news gathering organizations of the 
United States." 


The report 
says 
the Associated 


Press, now has about seven hundred 
members, more than half of which are 
afternoon 
dailies, and serves about 


2500 dally and weekly papers In addi- 
tion. Most of the papeis served are 
in the United States, but there are 
fifty or more in Canada, Mexico, Cu- 
ba, and Porto Rico. 
In its regular 


news service 
the Associated Press 


now uses 9345 miles of leased wire by 
day, 
and 20,467 miles by night. 
The 


annual revenues derived from assess- 
ments levied on newspapers 
served., 


exceed $1,900,000; number of words 
daily received and transmitted at each 
of the more important offices is now 
over 50,000, or equivalent to 35 col- 
umns of an average newspaper. The 
Associated Press has contract rela- 
tions with various foreign news agen- 
cies with which it exchanges news.

Demonstration was the Most Exciting 


Since the Stirring Days of the 


Spanish War. 


Washington, July 1.—Amid a scene 


of enthusiasm 
that 
has not been 


parallelled since the exciting and atlr- 


g^ days of the Spanish war, Speaker 


Henderson at 5.30 this afternoon de- 
clared the house of representatives 
adjourned without day. In doing so, 
he said, no house of representatives 
since the adoption of the constitution 
had done as much work as this one. 
The audience to which he made a. brief 
address was a brilliant one. The gal- 
leries were banked to the doora and 
almost two-thirds of the members were 
in their seats on the floor. The speak- 
er's appreciative words to the mem- 
bers in thanking them for their co- 
operation during the session had touch- 
ed the responsive chord. They gave 
him a remarkable demonstration of 
their friendship and good-will. 


PATRIOTIC SONGS. 


While the Steering and applause was 


still In progress members on the floor 
began singing "My Country, 'Tls of 
Thee." It was taken up by the cor- 
respondents In the press gallery over 
the speaker's chair and by spectators 
In the surrounding galleries, and soon 
the vast hall rang with the swelling 
chorus. Other patriotic airs followed 
as the members exchanged farewells; 
the "Star Spangled Banner" alternat- 
ing with "Dixie." The speaker came 
down from the rostutn, his appearance 
on the floor being greeted with 'Tor 
He's a. Jolly Good Fellow," and a per- 
fect rush of the members to grasp 
his hand followed. 


JOIN IN "DIXIE." 


Standing In the area in front of the 


clerk's desk he, too, joined In the songs 
and there was a wild scene when Gen- 
eral Hooker of Mississippi, an old one- 
armed confederate veteran, took his 
place beside the speaker and together 
they sang "Dixie." 


Mr. Chandler of Mississippi, a. dem- 


ocrat, jumped upon a desk and let out 
a yell of jubilation that fairly shook 
the rafters. For almost half an hour 
the jubilation continued. All this time 
the spectators remained standing in 
the galleries, watching the animated 
scene below and joining in the sing- 
ing. 


THE CLOSING HOUR. 


Adjournment came at the end of the 


seven and a half hours session during 
which much minor business was trans- 
acted. In all seventy bills and resolu- 
tions were passed. The general good 
feeling in the house had been height- 
ened by the victory won over the sen- 
ate over the item in the naval appro- 
pripatlon bill for the building of a bat- 
tleship in the government yards. 


The closing hour was occupied with 


a spirited debate between Mr. Cousins 
of Iowa and Mr. Richardson, the demo- 
cratic leader, over the report In the 
Investigation into charges made by 
Captain Christmas concerning the sale 
of the Danish West Indies. Mr. Cousins 
ridiculed Mr. Richardson for bringing 
the matter to the attention of congress. 
The latter defended his course.

THE FINAL HONORS BESTOWED. 


Annapolis, Md., July 1.—The last aad 


rites attendant upon the removal of 
the late British ambassador. Lord 
Pauncefote, from this country to Eng- 
and were held here this afternoon.

He evinced the 
greatest interest in the arrangements 
for today's 
review 
of the colonial 


troops and was eager that the people 
should be in some way compensated 
for their disappointment because of the 
postponement of the coronation. 


The king received Queen Alexandra's 


report of the review with much pleas- 
ure and was Immensely pleased later 
in the day when the sounds of cheers 
from the Indian

the queen as they marched past the 
palace, penetrated Itno the sick room. 


The king's grandchildren arc allowed 


a brief daily visit to the bedside, while 
the scarcely less welcome and even 
more enthusiastic visitor,to his ma- 
jesty is his pet Irish teller, "Jack," 
which is allowed in the king's room a 
short time every afternoon.

Orlando Powers, One of Decatur's Best 


Known Citizens Pays the 


Debt of Nature 


END CAME AT 12.50 P.M. 


Peacefully 
Passed 
Away 


Surrounded by His 


Three Children 


FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS 


The death of Orlando Powers at 


12:60 p. m. Tuesday removed 
from 


this community a man who had earn- 
ed the respect not only of those who 
knew him personally but to a large 
extent that of the entire people of 
Decatur »nd Macon county, of those 
who knew him only by reputation. Al- 
though it waa known to some that 
he was critically ill, that his advanc- 


. 
ed age and generally exhausted phys- 
ical system were impassable barriers 
to his recovery, the news of his death 
was In a measure a surprise to a 
great many persons who were una- 
ware that the state of his health was 
any more precarious than it had been 
for the past year. 


NINETY YEARS OLD. 


Mr. Powers was ninety years of age 


on the 21st day of May just passed 
and at that time the Herald made ex- 
tende'l notice of his life. His death 
was duo to a general breaking down, 
com pi ic-fi ted with kidney trouble, his 
last illness extending over a period 
of three weeks. When the final sum- 
mons came he was surrounded by hi* 
children. Churlea O. Powers, Howard 
Powers, and Mrs. Charles Kearney. 
hi» daughter-in-law, Mrs. Charles G. 
Powers and his physician, Dr. John T. 
Miller. 
The end was painless. 
For 


twenty-four hours preceding his death 
he had been unconscious and for for-

SAID OF THE LIVING. 


In speaking of Mr. Powers while liv- 


ing the Herald of May II said: 


"Although his name Is as well known 


as that of any man in Decatur, and 
he has been actively Identified with 
the city for half a century, he Is not 
personally known to the majority of the 
citizens of Decatur. This fact is not 
due to any exclusive ideas that he en- 
tertains, because he Is one of the most 
approachable and companionable of 
men, but to his modest and retiring 
disposition. His greatest happiness has 
been found, not so much in building 
the splendid fortune that hla keen 
business foresight and excellent Judg- 
ment enabled him to amass, as in the 
rearing of his family of children who 
bear his untarnished name with credit 
to themselves and honor to their fa- 
ther. 


"Decatur owes much to •Mr. Powers. 


Tears ago he gave to Macon county the 
block of ground where the jail and 
court house now stand, the land hav- 
ing been given with the understanding 
that It was to be used Tor a site when 
the courthouse was built. As a con- 
sistent member of the First Presby- 
terian church he has always been a 
large and generous contributor. The 
beautiful opera house In which the city 
feels a just pride is due entirely to 
him. In 1889. when we had nothing 
but the Smith opera house on North 
Water street, and there seemed no 
hope of anything better, Mr. Powers, 
without preliminary talk, ordered work 
commenced on the magnificent play 
house bearing his name. This came 
about through ineffectual attempts to 
build an auditorium. He concluded that 
the city was entitled to a first class 
theater and gave It, knowing at the 
time that from a business standpoint 
it would not be a very profitable in-

AN EVENTFUL LIFE. 


Travelled en Primitive Boats and on 


the Earliest Railway Trains. 


Orlando Poi* era was born near Char- 


Iton, N. T., May 21, 1812. and took 
advantage of such schooling as offered 
In that eurly 
day. When 
sixteen 


years of uge he started on it coasting 
vessel for Cuba, to Join his brother, 
William, who had gone to Havana as 
the representative of an eastern com- 
mercial house. The schooner Helen on 
which he embarked was wrecked and 
Mr. Powers with Captain Tucker and 
eleven sailors drifted for eleven days 
on th» helpless hulk, experiencing all 
of the horrors of shipwreck. They were 
picked up by 
the 
French brig La 


Rochelle and taken to Bordeaux, where 
Mr. Power* met and became acquaint- 
ed with an English gentleman, who 
enabled him to return to his home In 
this country, where he had long since 
been mourned as dead. 


Shortly after his return he sailed for 


• second time to the south, going to 
Mobile. Ala., where he engaged In busi- 
ness with his brothers, and his broth- 
er-in-law, Chaunc-y 
Wilkinson. 
In 


1847 he followed his brothers, George 
and gamurl. to this city, making the 
long trip on horseback. From the time 
of his arrival he made his home in 
Decatnr until 1874, when he removed 
to Jacksonville residing there for ten 
years while his children were being 
educated. He returned to Decatur In 
1884 and has since resided here. 


In the early days Mr. Powers oper- 


ated a grist mill, later conducted a 
•hoe store and at one time had the 
e»ly set of abstract book* la the ooun- 


vestmcnt. The house cost him $85,000, 
and when It was partially destroyed by 
fire In the fall of 1895 he put men at 
work as soon as the timbers had cooled 
nnd had It rebuilt for a reopening in 
February, 1898. Possibly no invest- 
ment he made has given him so much 
enjoyment. Prior to building the house 
theatricals did not Interest him. Since 
then he has become a confirmed fre- 
quenter of the threatre. Farce comedy 
and light opera entertain him more 
than any other branch of the theatrical 
art." 


TWO MONUMENTS. 


The magnificent Powers block, with 


Its modern equipment, will long stand 
us a monument to the name of Mr. 
Powers, but nothing that he has done 
will so long keep his memory fresh 
In the minds of the people as the opera 
house. In erecting this building he has 
been the cause of diffusing more happi- 
ness nnd real enjoyment than by any 
other means he tould have employed. 
Few who have seen his kindly and 
modest face night after night In his 
box, have failed to silently thank him 
for the erection of a play house where 
a tired and care-worn people could turn 
and at least temporarily forget their 
troubles. It was through this opera 
house that the people of Decatur for 
the past twelve years came to know 
Mr. Powers by sight, for prior to that 
time he was a man who appeared but 
little in public. 


Above and beyond these evidences of 


material wealth, more priceless to his 
children than the fortune he amassed 
there arises an Invisible monument to 
which they turn and point with pride 
—the name of Orlando Powers—spot- 
t"*s and unsmlrched by any dishon- 
orable deed.

For tome time there has been talk 


about paving West Main afreet from 
the end of the brick pavement at pres- 
ent on that thoroughfare, west to the 
west end of the university grounds. 
The statement Is now made that In all 
piobublllty the determining arrange- 
ments will be concluded within a few 
days. The Intention la to pave the 
street with asphalt. The plans for the 
Improvement Include the widening of 
the street west from the end of the 
street pavement as it now exists to 
the Wnbash railroad. There are some 
interests involved aside from the mere 
pnv|ng of the street and the expecta- 
tion Is that all of the arrangoments 
necessary will be concluded within a 
few days. One of the Impelling mo- 
tives Is a desire to have sufficient flre 
protection at the university. There will 
be an extension of the water mains 
to the grounds, but the place is so 
far from the pumping station and the 
pressure will be so greatly reduced 
by the long travel of the water through 
the pipes that by the time the water 
reaches the grounds direct pressure 
would be able to do little more than 
put a stream of water into the second 
story windows. To make the Pro pro- 
tection adequate It will bf necessary 
to have the steamers on the grounds 
In case of flre and to make it possible 
to get the big machines there at all 
seasons of the year, a paved street 
will be necessary. 


Tuesday Mayor Shilling looked over 


the ground and found that six hun- 
dred feet of mains would be neceasaiy 
in order to give the university the 
water supply which la regarded as im- 
perative. The great consideration In 
extending the mains to that point is 
not ao much to get new consumers as 
it the question of flre protection. 


The contract awarded to the De- 


catur Plumbing and Heating company 
on Monday night for new mains In- 
volves about 13900. The cost of putting 
in the larger mains on East Eldorado 
stteet will preclude the possibility of 
nny extensive additions to the system 
of mains. There will not be money suf- 
ficient to buy any mains rind all ex- 
tensions will be made with the old six- 
inch main taken from East Eldorado 
street. There have been filed petitions 
asking for at least 1000 feet 
more 


than the city will be able to grant 
this year. The increased size of the I 
mains on Eldorado street was deter- 


mined 
Iwt tummer and when the 


plan* for this year wen disouawd 
that work wa» looked upon u » cer- 
tainty and one of the thing* wblck 
could not longer be deferred. The ex- 
tension to the university grounds is 
looked upon In much the same way. 
There is no way In which these exten-

Peril in Flowers. 


Beware how you handle lovely flow- 


era or Inhale their aroma. Queer Dame 
Nature has provided a hidden sting 
in some of the blossoms that bloom In 
the spring. 


There is a particular variety of gar- 


de.n flower known as obconica. 
If the 


finger of the gardener Is pricked by the 
plant there is sure to follow a slight 
itching of the hands that is a prelimin- 
ary to the breaking out of an almost 
ncurable skin disease. 


This irritation of the cuticle gener- 


ally dies away in the fall and apparent- 
y has been got rid of by winter. 
But 


n the spring it invariably shows itself 
again, and In some cases, it has resist- 
ed every effort to eliminate it from 
the system. Because of the risk It 
ouchlng this plant the gaidener wtvj 
cnows his business invariably handles 
t with gloves on. 


Tulips are another flower in which 


here is a hidden danger. 
If the odor 


if the tupll is inhaled for a time it 
produces llght-headedneas, which is 
followed by a feeling of deep depres- 
sion. The poppy, on account of the 
great Quantity of opium It contains, 
has the effect of making any one who 
passes through a field of these flowers 
feel very 
drowsy. 
In Asia Minor, 


where they are grown In great quan- 
tities, it is risky for one unaccustomed 
to the odor to pass through the neigh- 
borhood. 
Two deaths among tourists 


were traced directly to visits paid to a. 
poppy plantation. 


All flowers grown from bulbs should 


be banished from the rooms of a sick 
or Invalid person. It would be as much 
an act of kldness to present sick person 
with a dose of morphine as to send a 
patient a bunch of lillies of the valley, 
tuberoses, or hyacinths. 
The only 


place for these flowers Is in the death 
chamber. 


Be careful, too, how you pluck 
to

block west, thence north a block when 
further retreat was cut off by 
the 


crowd. Then the cur, who half an 
hour before would have denounced law 
and Its administrators quailed before 
his pursuers, cried 
for mercy and 


begged to be gotten from the town by 
any but the eternal route. 


During the next ten minutes he ex- 


perienced some of the delightful times 
that he so much desired the night be- 
fore; namely, abolishment of law and 
consequently order. 
And, O, how like 


angels would have seemed a squad of 
those bluecoats that died at Haymar- 
ket square by hands such as his own. 
Not then would he have repeated his 
words of the night before, that their 
death was a disgrace to their country.
